Men are arrested on suspicion of attempted murder 

STREET FIGHT: 
MAN CRITICAL 
AND SIX HELD 


A TOTAL of six men have now been 
arrested on suspicion of attempted 
murder after a man was seriously 
injured in Banbury. 

Police were called to reports of a 
disturbance in Coopers Gate at about 
7.45pm on Friday. It is thought a num¬ 
ber of men were involved in an alterca¬ 
tion and weapons were used. 

The victim might also have been hit 
with a car, sustaining critical injuries. 

The man, in his 20s, is still in hospital 
in a critical condition. 

Four men from Banbury, aged 24, 26, 
30 and 38, as well as another 31-year- 
old man, were all arrested on suspicion 
of attempted murder and bailed until 
November 28. Police also arrested a 
29-year-old man from Banbury, but did 
not say whether he remained in custody 
when the Banbury Cake went to press. 

Adam Hodges, who owns Reids Dry 
Cleaners in Cope Road, Banbury, said 
the police were still at the scene on Sat¬ 
urday morning and there was a tent 
over a silver Volkswagen Passat. 

Posts on social media have said there 
was a huge police presence in the area

with a helicopter searching the town. 

Mr Hodges said he heard it might have 
been a stabbing and that somebody was 
trying to get into the car. 

Adrian Nash, general manager of The 
Three Pigeons Inn, in Southam Road, 
said there were a lot of police cars. 

He said: “The road was all closed off 
last night and people couldn’t get to 
their cars in the street. 

“It really was quite something.” 

Senior investigating officer Detec¬ 
tive Inspector Jon Capps said: “We are 
appealing for anyone who might have 
seen the initial incident in Cooper 
Gate, or the subsequent serious as¬ 
sault with the vehicle at the Cope 
Road junction with Southam Road. 

“We are also interested in hearing 
from witnesses who may have seen a 
group of men in Coopers Gate and the 
surrounding roads in the lead-up to 
and after the incident. 

“If anyone saw a silver Volkswagen 
Passat heading towards Coopers Gate 


before 7.45pm on Friday, or saw a silver 
Volkswagen Passat leaving Coopers 
Gate shortly after 7.45pm on Friday we 
would ask them to come forward. 

“This was a serious incident and we 
continue to investigate, and there are a 
number of scene watches in place. We 
are keeping an open mind at this stage 
but we do not believe that there is a wid¬ 
er danger to the public. 

“If you have any information about the 
incident, please call the 24-hour Thames 
Valley Police inquiry centre on 101.”

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Ex-headmaster 
is jailed for his 
abuse of pupils 


Paedophile committed 
indecency offences as 
head of primary school

A FORMER headteacher 
who traumatised and treat¬ 
ed children he abused as 
“tools to excite him” has 
been jailed for five years. 

William Duxbury was sen¬ 
tenced on Monday after jurors 
convicted the 88-year-old of 
12 counts of indecency with a 
child and four counts of inde¬ 
cent assault on Friday. 

The court heard that 
Duxbury committed the of¬ 
fences in the 1980s while he 
was headmaster at Dedding- 
ton CofE Primary School. 

Judge Zoe Smith said the 
paedophile arranged pupils by 
boy and girl alternately around 
the table with their hands “in 
or on their underpants”. 

She added Duxbury moved a 
hinge on a cupboard door and

watched children from inside 
through a gap. 

“You selected the same chil¬ 
dren and if questioned you 
were able to say you were 
searching for things from the 
cupboard,” said the judge. 

She added that, now they 
were adults, the former pupils 
realised that Duxbury had 
been performing a lewd act. 

“You treated these children 
as tools to excite you,” said 
Judge Smith. 

The court also heard that 
Duxbury “rubbed himself” in 


gym lessons while children 
were doing exercises. 

Judge Smith added: “All these 
children have been trauma¬ 
tised by your behaviour to¬ 
wards them. Many decent 
families were happily raising 
their children. You left the vil¬ 
lage having turned many lives 
upside down.” 

Prosecutor Kim Preston said 
17 former pupils had come for¬ 
ward to give evidence about 
Duxbury’s crimes. 

Kate Fortescue, defending, 
said Duxbury, from Plymouth, 
had two character references 
which said he was a teacher 
that “people looked up to”. 
Duxbury had no previous con¬ 
victions. 

Judge Smith said: “You have 
ongoing medical issues. You 
did not plead guilty and each 
of these complainants has had 
to relive the horror of their 
childhood experience in pub¬ 
lic from the witness box.” 

Duxbury was sentenced to a 
total of 60 months imprison¬ 
ment. He was placed on the sex 
offenders’ register and given a 
sexual harm prevention order.

A NEW exhibition about the history of 
RAF Upper Heyford is attracting 
hundreds of visitors every day 

Cold War Frontier tells the story of 
‘Little America’ with first-hand accounts, 
artefacts and stories from Oxfordshire 
during the Cold War period, and runs at 
Banbury Museum until January 7. 

Dale Johnston, exhibition manager at 
Banbury Museum, said: “This is one of 
those rare exhibitions that combines an 
international story - the Cold War - with 
local stories. So many people seem to 
have memories of the Upper Heyford 
base and the exhibition gives visitors the 
chance to revisit those memories or 
discover for the first time the history of 
this special site.” 

The museum will be welcoming experts 
on November 12 and January 7 to answer 
any questions about the former base, 
which closed in 1994 and has been 
undergoing redevelopment since 2010. 

There will also be a talk on November 5 
by Mark Levene, focusing on the intense 
period in the second great phase of the 
Cold War. Tickets for The Struggle for 
Heyford 1979-1986 are on sale in the mu¬ 
seum shop or online.

Beautiful blooms could 
help to finish off disease

crocuses to promote its bid 
to wipe out polio globally

PASSERS-BY in Banbury Mar¬ 
ket will be showered in crocus 
corms in a final push to eradi¬ 
cate polio across the globe. 

The Rotary Club of Banbury is 
holding a free giveaway event on 
Saturday encouraging people to 
support its nationwide charity ini¬ 
tiative, Purple4Polio. 

More than 40,000 purple crocuses 
are being planted in Banbury this 
year to raise awareness and funds 
alongside charity events all over 
Banbury. It is 30 years since the 
Rotary Club first launched efforts 
to tackle the disease. 

Club president Owen Kyffin 
said: “Many members from across 
the world have seen first-hand 
the devastating effect polio can 
have to individuals and commu¬ 
nities through visits to India for 
national immunisation days, and 
that makes this milestone ever the 
more poignant. This has been the 
goal for 30 years and we’re deter¬ 
mined to make this a reality.” 

From 11am on Saturday, Rotar- 
ian John Webb will entertain the 


public with his street organ and 
St Mary’s Church bell ringers will 
support the event with a quarter 
peal. 

Two “crocus concerts” will be 
held at St Mary’s when the plants 
bloom in early spring, with scores 
of youngsters from local primary 
schools singing for charity 

From November 7 to 10, a record 
28 local primary schools will also 
take part in Children Singing for 
Children concerts, with 20 per 
cent of the proceeds going straight 
to the campaign. 

Polio is an acute virus still 
endemic in Pakistan and Af¬ 
ghanistan that often has flu-like 
symptoms but can lead to life- 
threatening paralysis. 

Individuals can sponsor a cro¬ 
cus for lOp or donate £1 for 10. 
Businesses and organisations can 
sponsor half of a primary school 
crocus pack for £30, or donate £25 
to sponsor 250 corms being plant¬ 
ed on primary school sites and in 
residential areas and public spac¬ 
es. Every £1 is matched by £3 from 
the Bill and Melinda Gates Foun¬ 
dation. 

A major sponsor is being sought 
to take over from Sanctuary 
Housing, which has supported 
the planting and concerts for the 
past three years.

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MP in tree tribute 
to tragic babies

BANBURY MP Victoria 
Prentis took part in a poign¬ 
ant tribute to remember 
babies who did not get the 
chance to live. 

Mrs Prentis helped plant a sil¬ 
ver birch festooned with ribbons 
in People’s Park in the town last 
week as a living memorial for 
babies who died through mis¬ 
carriage, stillbirth or soon after 
birth. 

Grieving parents and relatives 
can hang ribbons from the tree 
in memory of their lost children. 

The planting was organised by 
the Save the Horton campaign 
group alongside Banbury Town 
Council and Oxfordshire Sands, 
a stillbirth and neonatal death 
charity 

Local people helped dig and 
plant the tree to coincide with 
Lost Baby Awareness Week, 
a national event held every 
October. 

Val Ingram, the social media 
administrator for Save the Hor¬ 
ton, said: “This is a very special

project that will enable parents 
to grieve for their lost babies. 

“The tree was on display at 
the recent teddy bears’ picnic in 
Spiceball Park and families took 
the opportunity then to place rib¬ 
bons on its branches.” 

Town council leader Kieron 
Mallon said: “This tree will en¬ 
able bereaved parents and family 
members to commemorate their 
babies. It will be a special place 
for them, where they can find sol¬ 
ace at a time of great sadness.” 

Last Thursday, Mrs Prentis 
broke down in tears in Parlia¬ 
ment after delivering an impas¬ 
sioned speech about her own 
baby loss. 

She suffered two miscarriages 
before her third pregnancy, dur¬ 
ing which she developed life- 
threatening conditions pre-ec¬ 
lampsia and HELLP syndrome, 


and her son died shortly after 
birth, though she went on to have 
two more children, now aged 15 
and 13. 

The subject was debated in the 
House of Commons as part of a 
drive for better care and preven¬ 
tion of miscarriage and still¬ 
birth. 

Mrs Prentis said: “Physical care 
comes first but someone needs to 
be tasked with mental care for 
the whole family. The death of a 
baby leaves deep scars.” 

She added: “I need to be able to 
tell my constituents they won’t 
have to suffer as I did.” 

Concerns were also raised dur¬ 
ing the speech about the Horton 
General Hospital, where the tem¬ 
porary downgrading to midwife- 
led unit status has prompted 
safety concerns as high-risk ex¬ 
pectant mothers, or those that 
develop complications in birth, 
will have to travel to the John 
Radcliffe in Oxford. 

After her speech, Mrs Prentis 
said: “It was an honour to stand 
beside my colleagues and to rep¬ 
resent the many constituents 
who share my very real fear over 
the changes to our much-loved 
and essential maternity unit at 
the Horton General Hospital. 

“I can only hope that sharing 
my own experience will make a 
difference.”

‘Get the flu jab’ message for those at risk 


LETTERS from the NHS are arriving 
through the doors of people 
considered to be in high-risk 
groups as health officials try to 
encourage more of them to take 
up the offer of a flu jab. 

In the winter of 2015-16, just 42 
per cent of children aged two to 
four in Oxfordshire and 49 per cent 
of pregnant women were 
vaccinated against influenza. 

Nurses from Oxford Health NHS 
Foundation Trust will attend 
schools in the coming weeks, 
offering the immunisation via a 
nasal spray to children in years 
one, two and three. 

Paula Jackson, consultant in 
public health for the Thames 
Valley at NHS England, said: "It is 
important we protect young 
children from the flu virus in time 
for winter. 

"Children can become very 
poorly if they catch flu and the 
infection can sometimes result in a 


serious disease with serious 
complications. 

"The nasal spray is a quick and 
painless vaccination that prevents 
children from catching flu." 

Last year, a total of 78,682 
people in Oxfordshire were invited 
to have a flu jab at their local GP, 
school or hospital. Just 36,136 took 
up the offer. The group most likely 
to get vaccinated was those aged 
65 and over, of whom 72.4 per 
cent were immunised. 

Flu is mostly characterised by 
fever, a stuffy nose, a sore throat, 
aching muscles and extreme 
tiredness but severe complications 
can include infections and 
pneumonia. 

All staff working at facilities run 
by Oxford University Hospitals 
NHS Foundation Trust are being 
encouraged to get the flu jab to 
prevent the spread of the virus. 

Chief executive Dr Bruno Holthof 
was one of the first in the queue 


when the programme launched 
last month. 

He said: "This is a quick and 
simple procedure with normally 
minimal or no side effects. It can 
also save lives as flu can have 
serious consequences for 
vulnerable people. Getting 
vaccinated will help protect our 
patients, our colleagues, and our 
families. It will also help make us a 
more resilient organisation during 
the coming flu season. 

"It is possible to carry and pass 
the virus on to others without 
having any symptoms - so even 
healthy staff can make a difference 
by being immunised. I would 
therefore urge all our staff to get 
vaccinated." 

This year, children within a set 
series of age brackets as well as 
pregnant women, those aged 65 
and over and those of a higher 
"clinical risk" are eligible for the 
jab.

Appeal to find 
rare lemon slug 
in the county 

GARDENERS and dog walkers 
in Oxfordshire are being asked 
to help find a very rare species of 
slug. 

The Species Recovery Trust 
has launched an appeal for 
people across the county to help 
search for the elusive Lemon 
Slug. 

The lemon slug (Malacolimax 
tenellus), pictured below, is a rare 
mollusc, vibrant yellow with 
dark tentacles. 

It is usually up to about 4cm in 
length and 
feeds on 
mushrooms, 
so is often 
seen on or 
near wild 
mushrooms. 

That 

means that 
October and November can be a 
particularly good time to spot it. 

To try to understand more 
about where the species survives 
and its habitat requirements, the 
Species Recovery Trust is asking 
people to go out and look for it. 

Programs manager Charlotte 
Carne said: “No one really 
knows how many of these 
creatures remain in Oxfordshire, 
or where precisely they survive, 
and so we are trying to 
encourage people to go out and 
search for them.”

PUPILS took up chisels to learn 
about an ancient craft from the 
man charged with creating a 
stone masterpiece for Banbury 
Gateway Shopping Park. 

Michael Disley, a world-renowned 
stone carver commissioned to cre¬ 
ate a public art exhibition at the 
new site, spent a day teaching 
schoolchildren the art at Banbury 
Academy this month. 

More than 30 young people took 
part in the School of Rock work¬ 
shop, producing their own master¬ 
pieces from slabs of stone. 

Mr Disley said: “The day allowed 
an insight into an age-old craft 
which hasn’t changed much over 
the past 3,000 years. 

“Everyone had their own slab of 
limestone, and equipped with mal¬ 
lets and chisels the students set 
to with great enthusiasm to make 
their mark on the stone.”

They will feature designs carved 
into the surface to celebrate lo¬ 
cal wildlife and will be unveiled in 
January. 

The workshop was organised by 
site owners the Crown Estate along 
with Cherwell District Council, and 
was one of five being hosted locally. 

On the day councillors Barry Wood 
and Tony Ilott came along to watch 


the work unfold. Mr Ilott said: “Pub¬ 
lic art is crucial to Banbury’s land¬ 
scape and it’s great to see the Crown 
Estate installing such an impressive 
piece work at Banbury Gateway 

“Giving young people the opportu¬ 
nity to work with Michael is a great 
way to involve the local community 
and the workshop was a great suc¬ 
cess.”

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Low milk prices are ‘final 
straw’ for dairy farmers 


NFU claims supermarkets are 
short-changing desperate 
farmers to the tune of £200m

DAIRY farmers are calling for 
more to be done during “des¬ 
perate” times as tumbling milk 
prices mean many face having to 
leave the industry. 

They say it is the “last straw” for 
many who are now setting up contin¬ 
gency plans for the future. 

The National Farmers Union has 
said while the number of farms sup¬ 
plying milk in Oxfordshire has stayed 
at 43 for the past year, prior to 2015 
nearly 50 dairy farmers left the trade 
in a decade. 

Herdsman Robin Davis, of Elm 
Farm, Stratton Audley, near Bicester, 
said: “The milk prices have just got so 
low, farmers can no longer make the 
money to cover costs.” 

Elm Farm was forced to sell most of 
its herd last month. 

Its owner, Simon Goss, a third-gen¬ 
eration farmer, said: “It was down to 
many factors that we had to make the 
decision but the low milk prices were 
the final straw. 

“We’ve always felt that that falling 


prices are down to the money not get¬ 
ting back to farmers. 

“The supermarkets make sure their 
profits are covered but we are the 
ones that suffer always at the bottom 
of the pile.” 

It comes as the NFU announced that 
dairy farmers across the country are 
being short-changed to the tune of 
£200m. 

It said the dairy market is currently 
quite strong but buyers are not recog¬ 
nising this and “paying fairly”. 

In Oxfordshire, farmers say they 
are getting back up to 4p less per litre 
than production costs in some cases 
and this is the reason farms have 
been forced out. 

Consumers are urged to back Brit¬ 
ish farmers to avoid the collapse of 
the local industry in Oxfordshire, re¬ 
sulting in more milk being imported. 

NFU dairy board chairman Michael 
Oakes said: “Since May, market in¬ 
dicators have started to show a mas¬ 
sive differential between what prices 
dairy farmers should have got com¬ 
pared to what they actually did get 
- between June and September this 
adds up to about £200m. 

“Clearly milk buyers should be con¬ 
cerned as to where their future milk 
supply will come from. 

“Our message is clear, until milk 
buyers start backing British dairy 
farmers and start paying fair, sus¬ 
tainable milk prices, volumes will not 
recover.”

‘Drug-driver in 
120mph chase’ 

A DRIVER crashed into a tree 
after driving at up to 120mph 
while being pursued by police, a 
court heard. 

Prosecutor Jonathan Stone told 
Oxford Crown Court that Leon 
Caton, 24, of Harlequin Way, 
Banbury, was found to have 4.7 
micrograms of THC, the mind- 
altering ingredient found in 
cannabis, in his blood - twice the 
‘safe’ limit for driving. 

In a statement to the court on 
Friday, PC Keith Rayner recalled 
chasing Caton’s car at speeds of 
up to 120mph through north and 
west Oxfordshire villages, 
having first spotted him on the 
A4260 in Deddington in the early 
hours of March 30. 

The VW Golf went the wrong 
way around Kidlington 
roundabout before turning on to 
the A44, still failing to slow down 
despite the police car’s blue light 
and sirens. It later crashed into a 
tree near Chipping Norton. 

Caton’s passengers told police: 
“We told him to stop, but he 
wouldn’t.” 

Caton, who had 19 previous 
convictions for 24 offences, 
admitted dangerous driving, 
driving without a licence and 
while unfit to drive due to drugs. 

Grant Vanstone, defending, 
said a brain injury - caused by a 
car accident in 2012 - and 
subsequent mental health issues 
could have contributed to 
Caton’s erratic behaviour. He 
added: “He accepts he is to blame 
but he’s beginning to realise 
there is an explanation.” 

Recorder Anna Laney deferred 
sentencing until November 4.

Council is considering 
controversial idea in bid 
to cut energy bill by £2m

THOUSANDS of street lights 
across Oxfordshire could be 
turned off at night as part of 
changes to save money. 

The county council is consider¬ 
ing the idea as it grapples with 
how to save £2m on its annual en¬ 
ergy bill by 2020 and cut carbon 
emissions. 

Its costs are going up because 
of higher fuel prices and more 
street lights being built at new 
housing estates, while the local 
authority is also under pressure 
from government cuts. 

More than 40 per cent of its 
energy costs are from the 60,000 
street lights it manages and coun¬ 
cil cabinet member for the envi¬ 
ronment, David Nimmo Smith, 
said some might be switched off 
between midnight and 6am. 

He stressed safety was a top 
concern and busy areas such as 
Oxford were unlikely to see ma¬ 
jor change, but residents raised 
concerns it could plunge some 


street

areas into darkness. The AA, 
said leaving roads with speed 
limits of 40mph or higher with¬ 
out lights, particularly A roads, 
was “a bad idea”. 

Spokesman Luke Bosdet added: 
“So far, the death toll on roads 
where street lights were switched 
off [by councils across the coun¬ 
try] stands at 11. The investiga¬ 
tions at inquests showed drivers 
could not see properly and did 
not have enough time to react. 

“If residents agree to having 
street lights switched off that 


lights 

is local democracy, but on roads 
with 40mph limits or above it is 
just plain dangerous.” 

The council spends about £7m a 
year on energy and says it wants 
to stop this cost from rising, with 
projections showing it will in¬ 
crease to £9m by 2020 if no action 
is taken. It is also committed to 
cutting its carbon emissions, in¬ 
cluding in its buildings, by three 
per cent a year. 

Mr Nimmo Smith stressed no 
decisions had been made yet, but 
said a committee was looking at 
options for street lights. 

He added: “We are looking at 
ways of making sure we still de¬ 
liver services with less money 
coming in, but if street lights are 
going to be switched off it will 
not be in town centres. 

“It could be in areas where you 
might have a road going out of 
town, with very few houses on it. 

“But clearly safety does come 
into it and the views of people 
who live in these areas will come 
into it. So it will be horses for 
courses. If it is appropriate for 
a particular area and it can be 
done, we will look at it.” 

A county council spokesman 
said new technology could also 
help save money, adding: “Our 
ongoing street lighting LED pro¬ 
gramme is an example of what 
can be delivered.”

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Chess drama makes all the 
right moves to be a winner 


QUEEN OF KATWE (PG, 124 mins)

IF THERE is one film studio 
that knows how to mine real-life 
sporting triumph against adver¬ 
sity for heart-warming family 
drama, it’s Disney 

Ice hockey ( The Mighty Ducks, 
Miracle), winter bobsleigh ( Cool 
Runnings), golf ( The Greatest 
Game Ever Played), American 
football ( Remember the Titans) 
and baseball ( Million Dollar 
Arm) have all scored big. Now 
it’s the turn of a classic game of 
strategy and ruthless tactics. 

Queen of Katwe chronicles the 
incredible true story of a Ugan¬ 
dan chess prodigy who emerged 
from a slum in Kampala to 
proudly represent her country 
on the international stage. 

Among the film’s chief pleas¬ 
ures is first-time lead actress Ma¬ 
dina Nalwanga, whose personal 
odyssey from community dance 
class in Kampala to the red car¬ 
pet of Hollywood mirrors her 
protagonist’s transformation 
from impoverished unknown to 
globe-trotting celebrity. 

Queen of Katwe unfolds largely 
in chronological order, meeting 
10-year-old Phiona Mutesi (Nal¬ 
wanga) in the bustle of Kam¬ 
pala’s streets in 2007, where she 
sells maize with her brother 
Brian (Martin Kabanza). 

By chance, Phiona and Brian 
meet engineer Robert Katende 
(David Oyelowo), who is spear¬ 
heading a missionary pro¬ 
gramme that supplies porridge 
to local children as they learn to 
play chess. 

Phiona demonstrates natural 
aptitude for the game and gradu¬ 
ally outmanoeuvres her fellow 


“pioneers”. With help from his 
schoolteacher wife, Robert men¬ 
tors Phiona and inspires the girl 
to compete at the World Chess 
Olympiad in Russia. 

“Sometimes the place you are 
used to is not the place you be¬ 
long,” he tells his protege. 

Queen of Katwe is distin¬ 
guished by fine performances in¬ 
cluding Oscar-winner Nyong’o 
as a proud matriarch who fears 
chess might corrupt her little 
girl and inspire dreams beyond 
her child’s slender grasp. 

Oyelowo is a stoic mentor and 
director Nair and cinematogra¬ 
pher Sean Bobbitt capture both 
the beauty and resolve of a na¬ 
tion scarred by civil war. 

Nalwanga and her young co- 
stars are naturals in front of the 
camera, and footage of actors 
with their real-life counterparts 
during the end credits leaves a 
large lump in the throat.

Bridget Jones's Baby: The Diaries by 

Helen Fielding is published in

HELEN Fielding reminds us again 
that she's the queen of encapsulat¬ 
ing the female experience in all its 
messy, funny and emotional glory 
with her fourth Bridget Jones book. 
Now, forget for a second that Hugh 
Grant didn't want to join in the 
fun in the film of the same name, 
which was released in September, 
and that Colin Firth's character 
Mark Darcy was killed off in Field¬ 
ing's previous Bridget book, 2014's 
Mad About the Boy. This is the 
Bridget we were all clamouring to 
see: in a chaotic conundrum over 
who the father of her baby is - 
Mark or Daniel. There's a flashback 
five years to her engagement 
party to Mark, when we find out 
exactly why he left her, and then 
we're at the christening of the film 
where she sleeps with Mark. After 


sexist lothario Daniel wins over the 
feminists when he hands out the 
Archer-Biro Prize For Women's Fic¬ 
tion (in a brilliant scene that allows 
Fielding to have a pop at critics of 
'chick-lit'), a drunken Bridget falls 
into bed with him too, thus teeing 
up the 'Who's the daddy?' plot. 

Cue a return to much-loved Fielding 
ground, with more squabbling be¬ 
tween the old enemies (remember 
Mark walked in on Daniel sleeping 
with his first wife). Bridget almost 
kills both suitors with some lethal 
muffins and has some powerful 
revelations about the difference 
between Singletons and Smug Mar- 
rieds plus the power of saying 'no'. 

All the while, her career at Sit Up 
Britain! is teetering on the edge as 
journalism increasingly dumbs 
down and her mum is fussing 
about the Queen's visit to their 
village. There's a couple of 
poignant reprises of Bridget and 
Mark's most memorable lines. It's

scrapbooks - everyone except 
for eternal pessimist Branch 
(Justin Timberlake), who lives 
in a Bergen-proof subterranean 
bunker crammed with 10 years 
of rations.

Woman on transplant 
list is delighted more 
people are on register

THOUSANDS of people 
in Oxfordshire have been 
thanked for backing an 
appeal calling for more 
volunteers to sign the Or¬ 
gan Donor Register. 

In Oxfordshire, 42 people 
received a potentially lifesav¬ 
ing or transforming trans¬ 
plant between April last year 
and March, but five people in 
the county died last year be¬ 
fore receiving the transplant 
they needed and 76 are still 
waiting for a transplant. 

The number of people on 
the register in the county 
went up from 296,868 in Au¬ 
gust to 300,096 by the begin¬ 
ning of this month. 

It follows an organ donor 
appeal by the Banbury Cake's 
sister paper the Oxford Mail. 

Vicki Luker, 39, who needs 
a pancreas transplant that 
could change her life by stabi¬ 
lising her diabetes, appealed 
for readers to sign up to the 
register during Organ Dona¬ 
tion Week in September. 

Her Type One diabetes is 
particularly hard to control, 


causing her blood sugar to 
rise and drop at rapid rates. 
She is also lucky to be alive 
after blacking out and crash¬ 
ing her car on the A34, 

Mrs Luker, a former bank 
manager, who lives with hus¬ 
band Matthew and daughter 
Ellie, 14, in Wantage, said: “I 
am still waiting for a trans¬ 
plant but I am delighted there 
are now thousands more peo¬ 
ple on the register. Potential¬ 
ly that can make a big differ¬ 
ence and I would urge other 
people to sign up as well.” 

She has persuaded her 
builder Richard Jones to 
sign the register. The father- 
of-two, who lives in Berins- 
field with his wife Donna 
and three-year-old twin sons, 
said: “I had a chat with Vicki 
and wanted to help by signing 
the register, so I filled out the 
form and I think other people 
should sign up as well.” 

Anyone not on the Organ 
Donor Register is asked to do 
so at organdonation.nhs.uk 
and to then tell their family 
about their decision. 

Consultant transplant phy¬ 
sician Dr Paul Harden, who 
is based at the Churchill Hos¬ 
pital in Oxford, said: “Some 
people sign the register but 
they don’t tell their family, 
and we lose some organ dona¬ 
tions because the conversa¬ 
tion has not taken place.”

Ford’s sticking

Banbury boss will not waver from pre-season objective 


BANBURY United manager 
Mike Ford is refusing to get 
carried away with his side’s re¬ 
cent form, writes Matthew Bruce. 

The Puritans have lost once in 
their last ten games in all competi¬ 
tions and are unbeaten in the Evo- 
Stik Southern League Premier Di¬ 
vision since the end of August.

But the Puritans boss believes it 
was important that any changes to 
the squad did not upset the ethos 
he has built at the club. 

Ford said: “All the players we 
have here are ambitious and that’s 
why they’re at this club. 

“Eddie’s got plenty of higher- 
league pedigree and to have a play¬ 


er of his calibre has really rubbed 
off on the squad. But he’s still am¬ 
bitious and wants to play as high 
up as possible. 

“Every player at this club, re¬ 
gardless of where they’ve come 
from, should be looking to play 
higher.

LOOK out for five new ‘tribes’ 
who may be in villages around 
Banbury, as described in a 
property market report. 

More than 2,600 people were 
questioned and industry experts 
interviewed to compile research 
for Housing Futures: The Village 
Revival , published by agents Strutt 
& Parker. 

It identifies Downtons, Elderflow- 
ers, Rusticarians, Rubies and One- 
sies. 

The Downtons are described as 
an “influential family with sub¬ 
stantial income living in the grand¬ 
est village house”. 

Although that property would 
once have been owned by the lo¬ 
cal squire, many are now being 
snapped up by buyers using prop¬ 
erty equity to purchase a rural 
idyll. 

Elderflowers are healthy and ac¬ 
tive retirees who have assets, in¬ 
cluding their own home and pen¬ 
sion income. 

Born after the Second World War, 
they have either lived in the village 
all their lives, or are empty nest- 
ers looking to move to a house that

suits their changing needs. Rus¬ 
ticarians are entrepreneurs and 
creatives with a new approach to 
work and lifestyle. 

Technology is key to this group, 
with almost half citing broadband 
is a key factor in their choice of 
where to live. 

Rubies, short for Rural New¬ 
bies, are families keen to move 
to a village location to raise their 
children. This group of mainly 
younger families supports the local 
school, is part of the community 
for classes and leisure activities 
and shops locally. 

Onesies are single-person house¬ 
holds, a group that is growing ten 
times faster than the general popu¬ 
lation. About 3.8 million older peo¬ 
ple are sole occupiers and 70 per 
cent of these are women. 

Stephanie McMahon, head of 
research at Strutt & Parker, said: 
“The face of the modern village 
is changing as new demographic 
groups play key roles in shaping 
the future of rural life. The Down- 


tons are certainly a village tribe 
that we are familiar with at Strutt 
& Parker. Of our clients who are 
buying outside London in the £2m- 
plus bracket, 98 per cent say they 
would want the property to be a 
house or an estate or farm estate.
